RINDISI, Italy, Dec. 15.—Mahatma Gandhi has 
B sailed for home prepared “for whatever ordeal 

may be in store for my country and me.” 

After 90 days in Europe, most of which were 
Spent at the second round table conference in 
London, he stood at the rail of the third-class 
deck on the Italian steamer Pilsna and gazed 
sorrowfully at the receding shores of the 
continent—perhaps for the last time. Then 
he scribbled with his left hand the follow- 
ing message for the Associated Press: 

“Upon saying farewell to Europe I 
cannot help expressing my sorrow that 
my stay has been all too brief. I had 
conceived of a prolonged tour of the 
principal countries of Europe, as well as 
Turkey, Palestine and Egypt. 

“But the peremptory call of duty 
upset my plans. I must hurry back to 
India. But I am carrying the richest 
treasure of memories. 

“My contact with English states- 
men, their unfailing courtesy, the 
deep affection of the English poor in 
whose midst I was privileged to live, the 
warm reception given me by the citizens of 
Paris, the sublime beauty of Switzerland, the 
simple manner in which the Swiss adopted me 
as one of their own, the sacred intimacy with Ro- 
main Rolland and two busy days in Ancient Rome 
are memories I shall never forget. 

“They increase my faith in the essential good- 
ness of human nature and braced me for whatever 
ordeal may be in store for my country and me.”

LONDON, Dec. 15.—According to 
“The Miller,” official 
British milling trade, the British gov-| 
| ernment proposes to make the Domin- 
| jon wheat quota in the British market 
| 55 per cent of the total requirements. 
This figure is greatly in excess of the 
proportion that has been previously 
mentioned in discussion of the con- 
cession Britain is expected to make at 
the next Imperial economic confer- 
ence. “The Miller” asserts the gov- 
ernment will propose dividing the 
dometsic requirements as follows: 

Domestic 15 per cent; dominions 
wheat 55 per cent; foreign wheat 30 
per cent 

Until now has been generally 
accepted the British government 
would propose giving the dominions 
47 per cent of the market require- 
ments, leaving 38 per cent for foreign 
growers and 15 per cent far domestic 
farmers, 

“The miller” further declared the 
government would shortly propose to 
fix a maximum price for the next 
season's crop of domestic grain of be- 
tween 45 and 50 shillings a quarter 
(roughly $1.20 to $1.28 a bushel), 


OTTAWA, Dec, 15,-—-Officials of the 
Dominion Bureau of Statistics were 
not in a pesition today to make any 
estimate as to what quantity of Cana- 
dian wheat would be required if the 
Dominion’s quota was fixed by Great 
Britain at 55 per cent. At the bureau 
it was stated that the whole subject 
was too intricate to enable an estimate 
to be made.

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RECKLESSNESS COMES HIGH 

A city magistrate has given warning 
that heavier sentences await any who may 
be convicted hereafter of speeding on the 
streets. A fine of $50 and costs is named 
as the minimum; presumably for a first 
offence, and with graduated penalties for 
repeated convictions. 

Fifty dollars, plus costs, represents an 
impressive sum of money in these peculiar 
times, and is no doubt a serious matter for 
the party who has to pay. But using the 
city streets as speedways is also a serious 
matter, particularly when the pavements 
are covered with snow and the brakes of 
correspondingly little use. 

It is to be hoped that the severity of 
the penalty will make its imposition un- 
necessary. To the extent to which it does 
that, the end of the law will be served and 
the public protected. If even this scale of 
penalties does not persuade the reckless 
driver to show caution, it may be assumed 


The 
Limited, Royal Colonial Chambers, 
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Two men have been killed in this part 
of the province during the last fortnight in 
two collisions between automobiles and 
horse-drawn vehicles. The accidents oc- 
curred after nightfall, and in neither case 
did the sleigh carry lights. 

The moral is of course obvious, The 
time has passed when it was safe, or even 
supposably safe, for vehicles of any kind 
to be on the public highways after dark 
unless carrying lights. It will be the duty 
of the legislature at the coming session to 
amend the traffic law to that effect, and if 
in the meantime the Government has any 
authority to accomplish the purpose by 
order-in-council, that would be no more 
than the situation calls for. 

The presumption has been that horse- 
drawn vehicles did not require lights, as 
the headlights of an automobile would 
show the driver when he was overtaking 
0: approaching a wagon or sleigh. That 
presumption may be in accord with facts 
when the road is straight ano the air clear 
of fog, snow and rain, But where the road 
is winding, or when making a turn, the car 
lights do not serve the purpose, while in 
storm or fog they also fail. Anyone who 
has occasion to go upon the road at night, 
in any sort of conveyance, should carry 
lights, front and rear; and the law should 
make that precaution compulsory. 


THE PRICE OF DEBT REDUCTION 

Our neighbors are evidently nervous on 
the subject of whether, when and how 
much of the war debts owing to them are 
likely to be collected, President Hoover's 
proposal for a revision of war debis 
brought a responsive storm in Congress, 
some of whose members seem to have in- 
terpreted revision to mean cancellation. 

Secretary Mellon quieted the disturb- 
ance, more or less, with assurances that 
the administration has no thought of for- 
giving its debtors, but only of cutting 
down the bills to a figure that there is 
some reasonable prospect that they can 
pay and will pay. To which a Belgian 
paper gives point by saying that unless the 
debts are modified European states will 
have no recourse but to repudiate them 
and pay nothing 

It is significant that the administration 
leader in the Senate, Watson of Indiana, 
led the protest against revision, saying it 
was “unthinkable” that the people of the 
United States should shoulder Europe's 
debts in order that the people of that con- 
tinent could go ahead building navies and 
equipping armies. If that is the view the 
President's supporters in the Senate tak« 
of his proposal, what his opponents think 
of it can be imagined. 

Debt reduction, quite plainly, depends 
upon armament reduction. That should 
help the Geneva conference in February to 
make some progress. If Europe will not 
reduce its armament, or stop increasing it, 
in order to get its war bills reduced, there 
is not much use looking for reduction in 
either direction. 


THE TIES THAT BIND 


Premier Bennett stresses the fact that 
the British Empire is no longer a political 
unt. With the passing of the Statute of 
Westminster the parliament of Great Bri- 
tain ceases to have any sort of control 


over the domestic or external affairs of 


a a 


the self-governing dominions. The Empire 
thus becomes a congeries of political units, 
instead of a single entity. 

The change is one of law and custom 
rather than of fact. For many years the 
dominions have exercised all the rights of 
independent countries that they chose to 
exercise, with the cordial consent and ex- 
pressed approval of the government and 
parliament of Great Britain. Their continu- 
ing to do so will not now be contingent 
upon agreement at Westminster. 

Mv. Bennett, very properly, emphasizes 
the importance of multiplying the business 
relationships between the dominions and 
the old lands, as a means of strengthening 
the bonds which hold them together. The 
more inter-dependent the units become in 
a business way, the more firmly they will 
be attached. And fortunately there is a 
growing concern in all of them to increase 
the trace of each with the others. 


But trade is not the only, nor the 
trongest, tie that binds the British na- 
tions. They are held together also, and 


will be, both by practical sense and by sen- 
timent. The people in every unit know 
that they have a better guarantee of se- 
curity and peace as members in the Empire 
than they would have if they stood alone 
in the world. Even if they did no trade at 
all with each ether, that »rudential consid- 
eration would be a powerful bond between 
the dominions and the mother lands. 

Sentiment is an even stronger tie. Even 
ir. this.age of frequent divorce, most peo- 
ple who get mevried stay married. They do 
not stay m_rried because they have to, but 
because they want to. For the same rea- 
son, the self-governing nations which make 
up the Empire will stay in the Empire. 
Blood is still thicker than water.

If you 
find it needful to sleep ten or 
twelve houre daily, you should by 
all means do so, but do not con- 
tinue to live so that you must 
continue to waste time in this 
manner, Reduce the amount of 
food you are eating and increase 
your exercise and you will find 
that less sleep will be required.

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Western Traveller In Delphi 
Finds Much Of Interes 


Methods of Farming Have 
8 
Not Changed in 2,000 
Years 
By HELEN M. BOYLE 
Delphi—the word brings to mind 
all the glories of the ancient Greek 
civilization and the famed Oracle of 
Apollo, Today the ruins of this re- 
ligious site are so remarkable that 


the visitor can easily imagine the 
glory that must have been here wh n 


the priestess Pythia uttered the pro-| 


phecies to devout listeners who had 
journeyed from many parts of ancient 
Greece 

In striking contrast to these his- 
toric ruins is the little village besid: 
them Formerly this village was 
actually on top of the ancient site and 
when French archedlogists came to 
make their “dig” they had to buy a 
néw Village site nearby for the tn- 
habitants and arrange to move them 
to it 
EEN AT AN EARLY HOUR 

Our first giimyse of Delphi was at 
five o'clock on morning in June and 
even at that hour there were some 
quaffing coffee at the little cafe. At 
all hours of the day and night we 
used to see men having their black 
coffee. In some towns we wondered 
if they ever did work, but not ao in 
this little village of Delphi, for it is 
composed e entirely of peasants, who 
go out early in the morning to work 
at their plots, returning late in the 
day. 

We spent our first day exploring the 
ruins and were sleeping soundly the 
next morning at four-thirty when we 
heard a clattering of hoofs and the 
tinkling of belis below our bedroom 
window, Looking out, we saw the

The men and women go out to the 
fields together, each mouned on a 
sturdy little donkey “side saddle,” the
